The Britliltt Mf f*^rt4d to be 
approaching. 

"Thete #«s aii IttprelBiTi illbilee ih 
the cbaniber as the stern and veiaerable 
prMldeht,bf this doomed reanbllc bent 
forward io receive from Messenger 
Jules Francis Smith the packet which 
thf boy bad traveled 11.000 miles to 
deVTWIIttttlMi.lMaidi. 

'"CiMMr. liwltiiri te Salutamus,' 
quoted SecrstH^ Of State Reitz as the 
president accepted the message. Then 
he added a bitter epigrsm: 'On this 
occhston the message is reversed. 
Caesar greets those about to die.' 

"This reference to the United States 
and the message of sympathy from 
AAaerica to the president bf • dying 
sister republic profoundly moved every 
one present. Tears glistened in the 
president's eyes as he took the packet 
from the messenger's hands. ^

"Then the book froos the North 
Amerldin containing the narative of 
the o^tM^V ^!^. cfUmlhgted in tbe 
dlspateh ot the atssinger ^ and tbe 
newspaper cllpptofs expressive of the 
sympathy of the psopls oC the United 
States with the Boor etas* was pre- 
sented. 

"President's Krager's „ reply was 

grave and courteous. Ite tendered 
hearty thanks to the American people 
and particularly to tbe liberty lads of 
Phlladeliihlh for the Bympdthy ind 
ehttCfBd Sn^th to return his greetings 
to the gbod t>«opIe of America. Then 
with fatherly kindness he shook hands 
with Smith, congratulating him upon 
completing his long Journey In safety 
and expressing the hope bs would have 
an equally safe return to his distant 
home, "rhe, entire group, was then 
photogrttihld."

MBstes the Postal Frauds Are All 
Tlat K:ltlBt In Cuba. 
Havana, June 1.— General Leonard 
Wood, hiintart governor of Cuba, an- 
ihOflMI tit following statement from 
him rplatire to the frauds in the Cu- 
ban postal service and the general con- 
dition of the island: "I firmly believe 
that the irregularities in the Cuban pos- 
tal service which amount to plain 
theft only ait all that wlU bt dlaeov- 

"The postal service has not been un- 
der my ^dfisdictton. 1 laarned of Ue 
frauds, Instituted aa Inquiry and took 
steps to secure ttle Soallhment OC the 

men implicated. 

"I have since inaugurated a thorough 
investigation into all the departments 
and I am confident that co||ditions of 
the po.^ital service does not exist in any 
other branches. Of course there have 
been m&ny rumors inspired by the pos- 
tal fcandal of frauduleht transactions 
in tlt^ other departments— the customs 
service, the engineers' department and 
the departdtent of parks. 1 have every 
reason to believe that these depart- 
ments have been conducted In a Bfost 
business-like and honest manner.' If 
there is one department I am sure of, 
it is^be customs bureau. You can 
readily understand that men who have 
been in (he habit of swindling the gov- 
ernment under the Spanish regime do 
not take kindly to the introduction of 
business methods InaugurlAed by the 
United States. I think that on the 
whole thb> entire public service of Cuba 
has been Improved." 

Peking Situation Dlsenssed. 

Washington, June 1. — Nothing has 
been heard here from Admiral Kempff 
in command of the Newark at Taku 
since his short, cableg^m of WeduM- 
day annbdnclng »e lanlliilrbf the ma- 
rines at Tien T.sin. A.s the admiral 
stated that the marines were proceed- 
ing by r<ill to Pekin only a three hours' 
trip, It Is assumed that they have ar- 
rived without hindrance at their post, 
and" are now guarding the American 
legation at Pekln. The state depart- 
ment assumes that the status is un- 
changed at P4kia of certainly htm not 
changed for the i^bfsL ft Is blnted 
in diplomatic circles here that this 
sgdden increase of activity on the part 
of the "Boxers" is nothing more than 
part of a well conceived plan by one 
of tbe great European powers to se- 
cure a permanent lodgment in Pekin 
and to seize a position giving it full 
control of the great Pel-Ho river. Tbe 
plan has proved abortive, owing to the 
Alertness of the other powers.

SENATOR HALE ATTACKS ENGLAND. 



lie Want* to Know What Great 
Srllaln Hmb Dune Fur Ilir

Washington, June 1.— Without pre- 
liminary l uslne.ss the bouse resume.l 
tbe debate on the resolution proposing 
an anti-trust resolution to the consti- 
tution. Mr. Boreing (Ky.) was the 
first speaker. Mr. Fleming (Ga.) reit- 
erated the charge that the Republicans 
had no Intention of putting through 
both bouses either the resolution or 
the Littlefleld bill. 

Mr. Hamilton (Mo.) said if there sras 
to be control of trusts it must be ex- 
ercised by the federal government and 
a constitutional amendment such as 
was p^posed in tbs pstidlag retolaUou 
was eAential. 

Mr. Newlands (Nev.) said he Con- 
curred with the minority that the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment was a 
makeshift Intended to meet a political 
emergency and without serious inten- 
tion of finally being incorporated in 
the constitution. 

But he said, he differed with the mi- 
nority as to what should be done. He 
would vote for it because he believed 
tbe federal government should have 
enlarged powers rather than it should 
not exercise any power at all. 

He appealed to tbe Democrats . to 
Join in passing tbe resolution and 
sending it to the Republican senate. 
Let the senate, he urged, take the re- 
sponsibility of defeating it. Mr. 
Thayer (Mass.) defined a trust as a 
"business bastard" which Mr. Hanna 
could not palm oft aa the result ot 
thrift, push and fair dealing t>t t^e 
American people. 

Mr. Orosvenor (Ohio) dieted a few 
minutes to explaining that the failure 
of the Ohio Republicans to nominate 
Attorney General Monnett in Ohio did 
not indicate that they were opi)osed to 
the 0rbiectition of trusts. Mr. Mon- 
nett had had two terms and it was the 
well established rule that no man 
should be a candidate for that ofDce a 
third time. Besides, he said, Mr. Mon- 
aett was aOt a ehhdidate fb^ tMbiKttOtt. 

Mr. Lentz (0.) said It was exceed- 
ingly pleasant for him to hear Mr. 
Grosvenor apologize a third time for 
the treatment of Attorney General 
Monnett hf tbe R^tmblidin party of 
Ohio. Mr. Monnett. he said, has pros- 
ecuted one trust in Ohio in spite of the 
temptation of a bribe of |400,000 and 
in spite of rbwbSating ot the Republi- 
can press of the state. Mr. Lents had 
read an interview of the date of May 
19, with Mr. Monnett in which he pre- 
dicted that the llepubllcans of the 
state would be punished for their treat- 
ment of tbe imstt. "Mr. Moanbtt does 
not say that he was turned down," Ob- 
served Mr. Grosvenor. 

"You know," replied Mr. Lentz, that 
Mr. Lents was a candidate for gover- 
nor as the champloh of the people 
against trusts, yet not a single Repub- 
lican delegate dared raise bis voice in 
bis talor. He got but 28 votes. You 
have a reputation as a mathematician. 
Here is a problem for you: "If Mr. 
Monnett for fighting one trust got only 
28 votes bow many votes would he 
have received if be bad foogbt all tbe 
trusts?" 

Hale's Attsek oa Bngland. 
WashlbgtoB, JmM L— At tbe opeaing 

of the session of the senate Mr. Per- 
kins (Cala.) presented a petition from 
organizations and individuals of his 
state asking congress to make an ap- 
propriation for the relief of the fa- 
mlsbing people of India, and he asked 
that it be referred to the committee on 
appropriations. He was not, he said, 
in possession bt snfllclent Information 
to ehiMe id edahle tb prepAre a proper 
resolution dealing with the questioh. 
In 1897 he had asked for ahd procurred 
a ship to carry to Iikdla provisions do- 
nated by the people of Calltomla, Ore- 
gob, Washington, NObraska, KfeaMs 
and Iowa. The provisions aggregated 
4,000 tons. No official acknowledge- 
ment had ever been received of that 
donation so far as be was aware. He 
healtated now therefore to press a res- 
olution looking to the relief of the peo- 
ule of India lest the government of 
Great BriUin might not look with fav- 
or upon the action in sending to India 
unsolicited alnin as it might not look 
with favor on a friendly Intervention 
by this government In the South Afri- 
can war. The petition brought from 
Mr. HAle (Maine) a bitter attack on 
Oreat Britain. He demanded to know 
what England had been doing for her 
starving millions in India, while she 



was pbbfHA't out unllmhM tMulure to 
cmsb i#o rbpubllcs in Africa. Mr. 
Perkins said he did not wish to debate 
that qtipstioii. Imt he did wish S care- 
ful committee report on the mbmorlal.

The board of foreign 
missions reported a total expenditure 
Of $48,889 in the work In Syria and 
Cblaa. 



Ould Mine Sold. 

Phoeni^, Arit., June 1.— The Con- 
grbss irold Miab, 0'#nea by tiie C!on- 
gress Gold Mining company and lo- 
cated 60 miles north of Phoenix, has 
been sold for $1,500,000 to a New York 
syndicate, including Warner Miller 
and John Mbekay; The flrst payment, 
which amonats to ftOO.OOOwas made. 
According to tbs tsnas of sale, the 
final payment will bs saade within one 
year. For several years the Congress 
mine has been regarded as the princi- 
pal gold producer of Arizona, nesting 
its owners as high as $75,000 a month. 

A Steamer Attacked. 

Hongkong, June 1. — For the first 
time in years a large steamer has been 
attacked on the Tang Tse river near 

Ching King by pirates. The American 
captain named Flagg drove them off. 
The attack took place at the Junction 
of the Oreat canal trpm Tien Tsin. 
This Indicates that thb "lioxera" 
around Pekin Is spreading south, but 
reflective people realize that there is 
no danger for the community because 
the "Boxers" are not armed. 



Black Cancer Epidemic. 
Newport, Vt, June L-^An epidemic 
ot black cancer rash prevails at West 
Derby, a suburb ot Newpbrt Three 
deaths have occurred withlftg a week 
and in each instance tbe victim had 
been ill but two days when fatal symp- 
toms appeared.

About tbe Ueunlom. 



LouisvlUSb June 1. — Rain continued 
falling and as there was little prospect 
of its abatement, the grand parade Of 

the Confederate Veterans and Sons Of 
Confederate Veterans was postponsd 
for one day. 

A number of the features which WtrO 
arranged tor the entertainment ot tbs 
veterans have been called off, and the 
rain has curtailed the SOOOSSS Of Otbsrs 
very materially. 

There were, tt is claimed, 3,000 ladies 
in the city who were anxious to attend 
the ball and there were not over 600 
carriages available. Many ladles on 
their way to the ball were compellea 
to walk several squares In the rain 
with their light slippers and much dis- 
comfort was the result. 

The convention was called to ordet 
by General Gordon. After tbe dozol- 
ogy had been sung, Rev. P. H. Hoguer, 
of Louisville, delivered the invocation. 
The Ladles' Memorial association pre- 
sented a report asking that tlieir or- 
ganization be pern^ltted to meet at the 
same time with the aasociatlon and 
that their work be reeotinlzed and aid- 
ed by the veterans. Consent was unan- • 
imously given. 

General C. A. Evans, chairman of the 
comitalttee on battle Abbey, presented 
the report of the body he represented. 
He said that the success of the com- 
mittee during the past year had been 
more successful than had been antici- 
patbd. On May 26, 1900, the committee 
hand on hand In cash $65,210, good sul)- 
scriptlons received $59,227, making a 
total $124,437. He then read letters 
from Charles Broadway Rouse ot New 
York who promised $100,000 in cash 
whenever an equal sum should be rai.s- 
ed by the members of the Confederacy, 
saying that he was satisfied of the ful- 
fillment Of the conditions made by him 
and authorisihif the drairing bf drafti 
upon him whenever the money was 
needed. He announced that Judge 
George L. Christian of Richmond had 
bben selected as treasurer ot the fund. 
The report was adoi<tsd iHtb enthus- 
iasm. 

While General Evans was reading 
bis report General Gordon interrupted 
him to introduce to the audience Mrs. 
Addison Hayes, daukhter bf Jiefferson 
Davis, Miss Varlna Howell Hayes, 
granddaughter of Jeffer.son Davis, Mlsa 
Carrie Smith of Tennessee, daughter 
of General Kirby Smith and Mrs. Geo. 

B. Pickett. For every one of them the 
assembly arose and cheered tranticall)'. 

Consul Covert's Report. 

Washington, June 1. — Consul John 

C. Covert, at I.yoii.s, France, lia.s pro- 
vided the state department some im- 
portant facts concerning the resources 
and present cbnditions in Siberia 
which wan brought out at a confer- 
ence held iit Lyons recintly when the 
possible competition of Siberia with 
other cereal producing countries was 
discussed. Over 200,000 farmers, it was 
stated, arrive in Siberia annually, the 
government iiroviding them fret tiaii.s- 
portation and giving each family the 
free use of 37 H acres of land tor a 
stated time. The population of Siberia 
is now 8,000,000. but basing the com- 
putation upon the piiptilation of Rus- 
sia, in Burope, it Is capable ot sustain- 
lag M,000,000 people.

The Chicago Inter- Ocean is one of the 
leading Bepablican organs of the West 

but what it is doing to Mr. Charles Em 
ory (Smith, McKinley's I'oataiaeter Gen 
•iml, is a plenty. It alleges that the dis 
graoeful ecandali in the postal depart 
ment can be laid at Mr. Smith's door and 
charges him with negleetiuK hia duties 
to play the role of "orator of the admin- 
istration." If this were all it would be 
bad enouKh, but the Inter-Ocean openly 
asserts that Mr. Smith covered up t 
grave scandal in the poitofSce at Chi 
cagO) aimply because it mi^ht hurt the 
Bapiiblican party if publialied to the 
world. Here is one of the later-Ocean's 
Uteat editorials "roasting" Smith : 

When a man at the head of a great 
public department devotes his attention 
to alinoBt everything except his official 
duties, ttien incompetence and dishon- 
eety may be expected to ino riot in that 
department. Postinaeter ( ieneral ."^luith 
ia such a man. While he has been run 
uin^; iilnnit tlio country expounding all 
the uolicies of llie President, defending 
the Porto llico tariff and making war on 
the Repuljlican ortjaniziition in hia own 
State, tlie I'oplollire Dcpartiiient has 
l>een without tlie supervifiion wlilcii he 
fiiouKi b»ve given it. To Mr. Smith's 
nexlt'ct of liis otiicial (hitiep rauat be at 
tribiiteti the fact tiiat Neely'a operationa 
were bo long iindett cteii. To this neg 
lect may be ascrihcd ttic scandal in the 
Waahiiig'on Pi a'otlice ami ti e exiitenee 
of similar malfeasance in I'orto liico. 

The President uinloubtedly ia pro 
foandly Bcho< kcd and grieved by the 
postal scandals, and sincerely desires to 
stop the stealing and to punish the guilty. 
His experience in public affairs should 
sugKest to him, then, the advisability of 
beginninK the cleaning process at the 
top. The people are not at all pleased 
with the object lesson which the Xeely 
case presents to their view. They will 
not be satiefi d with the punishment of 
subordinates while the careless superiors 
go free. Neely and hit aaaooiatfa if 
proved guilty muat be punlabad, bnt the 
people will not accept their phnishment 
as atoning for the general mitmanage- 
ment of the PostofBce Department. 

The President needs a Postmaster Gen- 
eral who will devote bis whole attMtion 
to the exacting duties of bis olBce and 
not atlPinpt to l)e the orator of the ad- 
niinistration. The sooner the President 
finds friich a head of the I'oHtolfioe De- 
partment the l)etter it will be for the He- 
public.au party. A deuioustration that 
stern justice, without respect of persons, 
is to be done to all men repponaible tor 
the existing scandals would have a 
wholesome efleot upon pubUe opinion 
just now.

The oompany haa two routea in view 
at pi^aaent, onVby way of Mt Olivet and 
the other to follow the North Fork, In 
our opinion the latter route is not prac- 
ticable for the reaaon that this stream is 
one of the most crooked in the State and 
to follow it would require a greater num- 
ber of miles to reach Johnson Junctiom 
than it woald by Mt. Olivet* There can 
be no doabt but that it would be cheaper 
to make a grade up Salt Lick than it 
would be to lay the extra amount of 
steel and bnild bridgea along the North 
Fork.
